ARTIFICIAL LIGHTING 


Little -lalha on Health and HsBieno 
By SAMUEL O. D1XON. M. D., LU D.. 
Commissioner of Health. 


The hours of our 
working days 


lave been material!;, lengthened from 
\liat they were a century ago. 
Ne- 


•esslty being the mother of Invention 
ins iniide this possible by the evolution 
if our systems for artificial Ightlng. 


It is a far cry from the tallow dip 


:o the Tungsten lamp. Reaping the 
icneflt.s fo the increased activities 
which have been made possible by the 
idviiiii-.'»:ent of science in this dlrec- 
ioi, It Is imiwratlve that every prc- 
•aufion should be taken to save our 
eyes from unnecessary strain and over- 
work. 


The abundant and diffused illumina- 


tion from daylight is much easier upon 
(he eyes than direct and concentrated 
artificial light as is commonly used. 
Therefore, it Is desirable to secure the 
nearest possible approach to daylight. 
Clear globes should be dispensed with 
and frosted ones substituted In their 
;)lace. Tlie eyes unconsciously direct 
themselves toward glaring lights and 
a few hours work will result In con- 
siderable strain of the eyes. 


For general illumination la churches, 
stores, lecture halls and hospitals, re- 
flected lights which cut off the direct 
ray.s from the vision seem to represent 
the most improved system, thus far de- 
vised. For the work bench, reading, 
bookkeeping and similar occupations, 
the direct light shining from a frosted 
globe on the work and properly shad- 
ed to keep it from the eyes, Is as yet 
unsurpassed. 


Workers and students should ex- 
ercise all possible care in providing 
themselves with adequate light as it 
will result in greatly Increased effi- 
ciency. Slight defects of sight are apt 
to become accentuated by the strain 
incidental to working in poorly lighted

One Time Star of Chicago "Cubs" Was 


Born in Burlington, N. J., Died 


in Asylum. 


"Danny" Green, a "big leaguer" of a 


decade ago, died in the insane asylum 
at Blackwood, N. J., Monday morning. 
He was lilt in the head with a base- 
ball some years ago in Milwaukee, and 
he never fully recovered from his in- 
Jury. 


Green was horn in Burlington, N. J., 


on November 
2, 1878. and twenty 


years later played his first professional 
baseball game with Carlisle in the 
Cumberland Valleys League. 
He play- 


ed with Springfield, Mass., tlie follow-

Chicago National League team iate in 
the season. He was with the "Cubs" 
in 1S98, 1899, 1000 and part of the 
1(K)1 season, and then jumped his con- 
tract to play with the Chicago Ameri- 
can League team. He was a member 
of the White Sox until 1(107, when he 
was turned over to Milwaukee of the 
American Association.
